Oats, preferably crtLshed or ground, 
is the best single grain to feed a 
weanling colt Here at the station our 
weanlings have developed well when 
the grain ration was two-thirds by 
weight of ground oats and one-third 
ground corn, the hay bchm alfalfa. 
When tl}e roughage is anything but a 
good quality of legume hay it is best 
to make the grain ration oue-fourth 
to one-tifth bran, says Professor J. I,. 
Edmonds of the Illinois cxperiiueni 
station. It is not possible to state in 
pounds just the amount of Iced that 
will l>o required, but good, sound drift 
weanlings will |)ay li.iiidvnmcly if fed 
all the grain that the:. \\ ill clean up 
three times per day Good ipiality of 
alfalfa and clover are the best rough- 
ages. Tliey are growers of bone and 
muscle.

Grooming when the bedding is plen- 
tiful is not much In need under this 
system.

Warding Off Milk Fever. 
Cows may come down with milk 
fever during any season of the year on 
new green grass as well as on winter 
feed, but the attacks are most com 
mon in winter and spring, before turn- 
ing on grass. One att,ick makes a cow 
prone to a second, but th.it may be 
warded off by amjile exercise and 
light, laiative ratious during the last 
two months of pregnancy. The cow 
sliould be dried off at least six weeks 
before calving. F'eed plenty of bran 
!ind flaxseed meal to ke(»p the bowels 
freely open and make the cow take 
outdoor exercise every day. Milk the 
affected teats three times a day. mas- 
saging the quarters thoroughly at eacb 
milking time, and at night rub thor- 
oughly with a mixture, of one part 
each of fluid extract of pokeroot and 
belladonna leaves and aix parte of 
Want veltod lard or aweet ell.

The long wool sheep, such as Cota- 
wolds and I.Incoliis, raise a large mar- 
ketable lamb, their wool is weighty 
and coarse and is ofteu discounicd. .\ 
cross tnjtween these tine and coarse 
wool breeds makes one of the best 
general purpose abaap far tbto coun- 
try we have. 

These half blood sheei' shear a 
heavy fleece of medium wool, which 
brings the highest market price, and 
the lambs are better for market under 
the care of the average farmer than 
either of their full blood ancestoi-s. 

High class sheep are as beautiful in 
lines of form and style as are tine 
horses. So, after throwing out ill 
shaped sheep, the liasic principle in 
studying your llo<k of ewes is the 
weight and quality of their wool and 
the value of the lambs they produce. 
If the flock Is of two or more distinct 
types it may be ne'-essary to divide it 
and use different rams until you can 
cull down and develop a uniform flock, 
which is most desirable. If your ewes 
are of good form and size, but shear 
light fleeces, or if their wool is co:irse 
like the Lincoln or Cotswold a De 
laine ram will Increase the constitu- 
tion a«d shearing qualities of the 
lambs. If your flock shears well, but 
ewes are email, get aa Oxford or a 
Hampshire ram. If your dark faced 
ewes, which yon perhaps call Sbrop- 
ahlres, are short wooled aad llgbt 
boaetf oae dark laced OxfHi m 
raced BaakbaaWet niiaa.

The wonderful reproductive capacity 
of this breeder of pestilence is the rea- 
sen advanced why householders should 
begin an inmMdisto fly swatting cam. 
paign. A solitary fly in April may 
•eem a harmless thing, but if left un- 
diaturbed it may cause ar, entire com- 
munity to be gripped by pestilence.
